Greenland is mostly above the Arctic Circle, and its northernmost 
point, Cape Morris Jessup, is a mere 444 miles (740 Km.) from the 
geographic North Pole, while the southernmost point, Cape Fare- 
well, ist about level with Oslo, Norway, and only a little further 
south than Anchorage, Alaska. 

Over the past 500 years, fair climates have from time to time 
attracted settlers to Greenland, but when the climate turned harsh, 
they were locked in without hope. Successive waves of Eskimos 
may have met sucha fate, and so may the first Norse discoverers and 
colonists who came in their Viking ships between the years 920 and 
986, when Eric the Red established the first settlement in southern 
Greenland. While the Norsemen were westward bound, another 
people journeyed east over the sound that separates Greenland 
from the American continent: the Eskimos. They were hardy men 
who hunted whales and seals in their Kayaks, and settled in the area 
of Thule. Over the next 500 years, Greenland was slowly populated 
from the north and the south, but as it was, only the people who 
struggled for their existence in the far Aone were the ones who 
survived. 

The Eskimos are a mixed race, but Mongol features remained 
dominant, despite centuries of contact with European whalers, and 


é with colonists that came in 1721 with 
the Norwegian missionary, Hans Egede. 
He was joined by German missionaries of | 
the Moravian brethren, and soon settlement 
after settlement was founded, the population was 
christianized and trade with the Greenlanders was 
promoted under the banner of the Royal Greenland 
Trade Department. 
Colonial complacency was broken with the roar of the 
American bulldozers that built the airfields that became 
the intermediate stop on the way to the battles of World 
- War II. Although contact with the Americans was sporadic, 
life was never going to be the same in Greenland. 
After the War the Greenlanders made it clear that isolation and 
colonialism had to end, but that they wanted to retain their ties 
with Denmark. Since 1979, Greenland has been governed by Home 
Rule within the Kingdom of Denmark. 
Hunting and fishing is still part of the Greenlander’s life, but it is 
displaced more and more by mining, industrialised fishing, and 
work in the processing plants, all requiring new skills, and the move - 
from the settlements to the rapidly growing towns on the west | 
coast. As the proud hunters have turned more and more from their — 
sledges and kayaks to cutters and trawlers, the question that is 
facing the Greenlanders now, is whether they can create a new 
society that will preserve the values that gave Greenland its Eskimo 
name: Kalatdlit Nunat - Land of the People. | 
The view of the incredible icebergs in the Disko Bay lets aman bow | 
his head in silence, and one begins to understand the words of | 
Fridtjof Nansen: | 
»Nature, strong and fild, is like an ancient Saga cisled into | 
snof and ice, that at times has moods as fine and gentle as a 
poem.

Your Journey to Disko Bay... 


..takes you to the West Coast of Greenland, well north of the Arctic Circle. 
The Bay is named after Disko Island which constitutes a natural protection 
against the winds from the Davis Strait. You cruise in protected waters along a 
leisurely route that offers vistas of incredible icebergs parading out to sea, anda 
succession of landfalls in a spectacular setting of great scenic beauty. Yet, you 
will have time for impromptu landing parties or for outings to view icebergs at 
close range with the ship’s Zodiak. 

The main occupation in the settlements is hunting and fishing. The Bay has 
plenty of cod, shrimp, halibut, and wolffish. Hunting is mainly for seal, and is 
carried out from motorboats and the traditional kayaks. 

Brief and imperious, Spring breaks the ice in June, and heralds the Arctic 
summer with greening, blooming meadows, and the reign of the Midnight Sun. 


Evighedsfjord 

is the destination for scenic cruising along this narrow fjord that is 
; formed by steep walls of rock and ice that rise to 7.227 feet to 
— become Western Greenland’s highest peak: Mt. Atter. 


Christianshaab 

is a town of some 2000 inhabitants boasting one of the world’s most 
modern, and most unobtrusive shrimp processing plants. In the 
past, Christianshaab was an important whaling center that saw 
European and North American whalers vying for the enormous 
catch from the rich waters of Disko Bay. Christianshaab’s scattered 
houses are perched on rocky hillside surrounding a bay at the end of 
which there is the old harbour with several of the town’s original 
17th and 18th Century buildings that give Christianshaab its story- 
book feeling. 


Jakobshavn 

Founded around a natural harbour as long ago as 1741, Jakobshavn 

preserved many of the early homes, churches, and warehouses 

dating back to the time when the town was founded. Among these. 
is the home of Arctic explorer Knud Rasmussen, that now also 
serves as a museum and as the town’s Tourist Office. As you 
approach the Ice Fjord, you will see how this massive »river of ice« 
forces its way towards the sea between two rockwalls, under enor- 
mous pressure, and sends some eight square miles of ice floating out 
to Disko Bay each summer. Near the Fjord there is the site of 
Sermermiut where archaeologists have found traces of a civilization’ 
dating back more than 3500 years. | 
Glacier Eqip Sermia 

Weather and ice conditions permitting, NORDBRISE will take 

you to Eqip Sermia where you may witness the primordial spectacle 

of a calving glacier. 


Ritenbenk 
is an abandoned whaling station where graceful, simple homes bear. 
witness to another age on a picturesque bay. Ritenbenk’s three 
main buildings have been rehabilitated and serve as a children’s) 
summer camp. | 


Ritenbenk Bird Cliff | 
A bird cliff where thousands of birds are nesting, will give you the} 
opportunity of taking unique photos. 


Jakobshavn 


The sun never sets, and summer is one long day filled with vistas of snow- 
capped mountains, of deepblue seas, the icebergs sparkling in the sun, and the 
joyful voices of children that seem to come from everywhere. When the season 
turns to Fall, the change is gradual. The days become shorter, but winter takes 
its time, and September may surprise and reward you with quite amenable 
weather. Greenland’s climate, of course, is Arctic and subject to sudden 
changes, especially along the open coast. The climate in Disko Bay is more 
stable, and day temperatures of up to 25°C are not unusual during the 
summer. Night temperatures are considerably lower, but rarely below 
freezing. But then the NORDBRISE offers you a cozy refuge with a hot 
sauna, warm rooms, and the good fellowship that comes natural with shared 
adventure. 


Sarqaq 

Sarqaq 1s a settlement with about 200 inhabitants. The name means 
“Sunny Side“, and the settlement was founded in 1775, not far from 
where archaeologists have discovered traces of a civilization that 
existed here about 900 B. C. 

Sarqagq lives on ina past that harks back to the Greenland of old: the 
stark life of the hunter and fisherman, the simple houses, the 
bleaching wood of the sledges, the dogs lazying the summer away, 
fish and skins drying in the sun. 


Qutdligssat 

is an abandoned coal mining town. The coal mine was closed in 
1972, and the 1400 inhabitants of the town were relocated, leaving 
the empty houses. 


Godhavn 

Godhavn dates back to 1773 and was an important whaling center. 
There are no concrete buildings here, and the town’s inhabitants 
still live in the typical small houses painted in strong colors. They 
are all clustered around the bay forming the harbour, and around 
the church nicknamed »The Lord’s Inkpot«. The rich flora and 
fauna led to the establishment of the Arctic Scientific Station which 
houses a unique library, and a remarkable collection of Greenland 
birds and which is the center for many research projects. 


Egedesminde 

This town is situated on one of the many islands at the southern 
entrance of Disko Bay. The old part of town is near the harbour, — ES 
and the settlement’s original houses surround a small flag station Christianshaab 
guarded by ancient cannons. The sightseeing includes the Museum, 
a notable modern Church, and the Tourist Office. 
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Holsteinsborg 

is Greenland’s second largest town with 3.500 inhabitants, and 1s 
named to honor Count Ludwig Holstein who in 1760 became 
president of the missionary college of the settlement. The first 
church was built in 1773 and still stands along with several homes 
dating back to the same peroid. 


Godthaab 

Godthaab is Greenland’s capital and its largest town with some 
9000 inhabitants residing in large apartment blocks as well as in the 
typical Greenlandic houses. 

You will find vestiges of Greenland’s past along the modern facili- 
ties that serve as its administrative center. It was here that Hans 
Egede founded Godthaab in 1728. His house still is in use today as 
the residence of the chairman of the Executive Council.

Iceland 


Iceland is Europe’s westernmost state, an island in the Atlantic, just 
south of the Arctic Circle, and only 160 miles south east of Green- 
land. Reykjavik is the capital, and its general assembly, the Althing, 
dates back to the year 930. Deep fjords indent the island’s coast, 
especially in the north and west. The island itself is a plateau 
averaging 2.000 feet elevation, and culminating in some 150 volca- 
noes, high mountains and glaciers, of which the Vatnajokull with its 
6696 ft. is the largest and highest. Iceland has many hotsprings, and 
they are harnessed for clean and inexpensive heating. The climate is 
relatively mild because of the North Atlantic Drift, however, tim- 
ber ist virtually absent. 


First settled by the Norwegian Vikings in the year 874, Iceland has 
had a turbolent history, including a struggle for independence from 
Norway, then Denmark, until it became a sovereign Republic in 
1944. The country is a democracy governed by a parliament, the 
Althing, and a president who is elected by popular vote for four- 
year terms. Virtually all Icelanders are literate, and they read more 
books than any other people in the world. Danish is the first foreign 
language that is taught in Iceland. 


Agriculture and fishing are the island’s main industries, however, 
the fishing industry produces 85 percent of the country’s exports. 
Iceland has a population of about 230.000 representing a young, 
striving nation with deep awareness of its heritage and of the great 
beauty nature bestowed on the island. Half of the population lives 
in Reykjavik, the »cleanest capital of the world«, thanks to geother- 
mal energy. 


Rich in Viking heritage, Iceland is truly nature’s wonderland that 
brings the visitor face-to-face with volcanoes rising to majestic 
heights, giant geysers, deep fjords, and thundering waterfalls. Orni- 
thologists will find Iceland especially rewarding, thanks to the 
abundant birdlife on Grimsey Island, and on the enchanting Lake 
Myvatn with its dramatic rock formations. Yet, amidst all the great 
natural beauty and historic splendor, there is the delightful contem- 
porary aspect of the cities with their elegant restaurants, modern 
convention facilities, and fabulous shopping, all of it enhanced by 
service that truly aims to please. Modern Icelandic is virtually the 
same language as that of Sagas that flourished in the 13th and 14th 
Century emphasizing chivalric romances as well as classical and 
ecclesiastical themes. The Codex Regius of the Eddic Sagas was 
returned by Denmark to Iceland after more than seven centuries in 
the year 1971. The event was of great importance to Iceland, and 
the date became a national holiday, because literary tradition has 
been deeply ingrained in the people of Iceland through the 
centuries. 
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In Iceland “to be fortunate“ is translated by “to have fish“

Husavik 

Husavik is a large fishing port with a little museum and a quaint 
wooden church. The call is used mainly to land passengers for the | 
optional overland excursion to Akureyri, offering a whole day of 
sightseeing visiting Lake Myvatn’s wonderland for nature enthu- |} 
siasts and bird watchers. The tour also visits the graceful Godafoss |} 
waterfall, and the boiling sulphur pits at Namaskard. 


Akureyri 

Akureyri is on the Eyjafjordur Fjord that extends some 30 miles | 
inland from the Arctic ocean, and is only 42 miles south of the | 
Arctic Circle. Akureyri has some 15.000 inhabitants, and is Ice- | 
land’s third largest town. The city is the cultural and commercial | 
capital of Iceland’s north and boasts a fine Natural History | 
Museum and a very remarkable Botanical Garden. The Museum is | 
named after Matthias-Jochumsson who wrote the text of Iceland’s | 


eT ae tO acct OE national anthem, and translated Shakespeare into Icelandic. 
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And as you cruise, M.V. NORDBRISE brings together great vistas of deep fjords, 
glaciers and volcanoes, and a succession of landfalls to visit picturesque villages with 
cheerfully painted houses surrounding busy harbours teeming with trawlers, coastal 
steamers, and ferries. 

Your Iceland journey begins in Reykjavik, the capital, where you transfer to the 
M.V. NORDBRISE on arrival. In the afternoon there is a sightseeing tour of 
Reykjavik. You'll visit the National Museum and the unique ‘turf houses at the 
Arbaer Folk Museum. You'll find out how the hotsprings heat the city, you'll 
visit a naturally heated outdoor swimming pool, the studio of a famous 
Icelandic sculptor, as well as several other points of interest. You return 

to the M. V. NORDBRISE in the late afternoon, and you know 

that you are bound for a great adventure. 


Dalvik 

The call at Dalvik again serves mainly as point of departure for the 
optional overland excursion that rejoins the ship in Siglufjordur. 
The drive along the fjord and the coastal highway is most impres- 
sive. Dalvik itself was damaged by an earthquake in 1934, but is now 
a pleasant village with some 1.000 inhabitants. 


Siglufjordur 

The M. V. NORDBRISE remains in port at Siglufjordur to make 
the most of scenic cruising during the day. Not that there is no light 
during the night, but by now, despite all there is to see, you will feel 
that Midnight Sun not withstanding, you have to sleep some time. 


Olafsvik 

The little village of Olafsvik lies at the end of a fjord on a peninsula 
dominated by the snow and ice-capped volcano Snaefellsjokull that 
can be seen on a clear day all the way from Reykjavik. It is here that 
Jules Vernes set the starting point for the novel »Journey to the 
center of the Earth«. 


The Island of Surtsey Herdubreid - PaPERE most Cheagitell table mountain 


This morning the M. V. NORDBRISE will be cruising around the 
Island of Surtsey which came into being in 1963 as a volcanic 
eruption rose from the bottom of the sea. The island is the object of 
studies on the beginning of plant and animal life on new volcanic 


land. 


Westman Islands 

These islands are grouped only a few miles from the Island of 
Surtsey, and consist of 15 islands and some 30 cliffs, but the only 
one that is inhabited is the island of Heimaey. The island is only 3.6 
miles long and about 2 miles wide, and there is ample time for an 
optional tour around the island and for individual sightseeing. The 
Island of Heimaey is the site of the spectacular volcanic eruption 
which began on January 24, 1973 and partially buried the town. The 
Westmens owe their name to Irish slaves who had sought refuge 
there more than 1100 years ago.

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9th Day—Sarqaq—Godhavn 

Sarqaq is a settlement with about 200 inhabitants. The name means “Sunny 
Side,” and the settlement was founded in 1775, not far from where archaeolo- 
gists have discovered traces of a civilization that existed here about 900 B.C. 
Sarqaq lives on ina past that harks back to the Greenland of old: the stark life of 
the hunter and fisherman, the simple houses, the bleaching wood of the 
sledges, the dogs lazing the summer away, fish and skins drying in the sun. You 
will enjoy these sights on a morning stroll through Sarqaq before the ship pro- 
ceeds to Disko Island and the abandoned coal rnining town Qutdligssat. The 
mine was closed in 1972, and the 1400 inhabitants of the town were relocated, 
leaving the empty houses for you to visit as a memento of the vagaries of inter- 
national trade. In the late afternoon the NORDBRISE cruises on to Godhavyn. 


10th Day—Godhavn on Disko Island 

Godhavn dates back to 1773 and was an important whaling center. There are no 
concrete buildings here, and the town’s inhabitants still live in the typical small 
houses painted in strong colors. They are all clustered around the bay forming 
the harbor, and around the church nicknamed ‘The Lord’s Inkpot.” The rich 
flora and fauna led to the establishment of the Arctic Scientific Station which 
houses a unique’ library, a remarkable collection of Greenland birds and is the 
center for many research projects. On our stroll through town you may have a 
chance to talk to the scientists at the Arctic Station or those of the ionosphere 
station and the geophysical observatory. A walk to the hills beyond the town to 
the “Red River” offers rewarding views of the Bay with its many icebergs. 


11th Day—Godhavn—Egedesminde—Godthaab 

The cruise-portion of your arctic air/sea venture comes to an end with the ar- 
rival in Egedesminde after the last short leg of the voyage from Godhayn. In 
Egedesminde there is time for more individual sightseeing and shopping before 
you transfer to your flight to Sondrestrom and on to Godthaab. In Godthaab the 
Hotel Greenland is waiting for you with a comfortable room and a great dinner. 


12th Day—Godthaab 3 
Today's sightseeing sums up, in a way, some of the experiences of the trip. The 
Museum offers new insight to the many cultural aspects of this magnificent 
land and its people, the history of the early Norse settlers, the Missionary Hans 
Egede, and the days of colonization all unfold as knowledgeable guides take you 
to visit the old and the new Godthaab. The afternoon is at leisure. 


13th Day—To Montreal via Frobisher Bay 
After breakfast, transfer to the-airport for the first leg of your flight home. - 


On the voyages of June 29 and September 7th, the m.y. NORDBRISE will also 
include these two additional destinations: ae Ez 
Holsteinsborg is Greenland’s second largest town with 3,500 inhabitants, 
and is named to honor Count Ludwig Holstein who in 1760 became president of 
the missionary college of the settlement. The first church was built in 1773 and 
still stands along with several homes dating back to the same period. 
Evighedsfjord is the destination for scenic cruising along this fjord that is 
formed by steep walls of rock and ice that rise to 7,227 feet to become Western 
Greenland’s highest peak: Mt. Atter. You may have the chance to see the Yellow 
Snow Annemone on the first voyage on June 29th. The Evighetsfjord and Ulke- 
bugten near Holsteinborg are the only spots where this flower can be found.

Travellers going to Greenland are advised to carry with them good, warm ~ 
wind- and waterproof sports wear as well as sensible, moulded sole shoes or 
Wellingtons. It is very important to be able to vary one’s clothing during a” 
full-day excursion, since the change in temperature between the hours of 
morning and afternoon and the noon-time hours can be substantial. A spe- 
cial list with clothing suggestions will be mailed to you when you book. - 


Health Services. There are hospitals and dentists in all towns. The general 
rule is that all medical aid is free of charge, whereas you will have to pay for 
dental surgery. The traveller is advised to bring his own medicines. 


Documentation. Valid passports are required for all cruises. 


Shore Excursions. A program will be distributed several months prior to 
departure.
